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At the State Library 


“The Plan’s the Thing,” a proposal for 
extending library service in Ohio, was is- 
sued in January. It is a booklet intended to 
describe some of the library problems of 
the state and a possible solution. Since it 
seemed to give a picture of the library sit- 
uation as it existed in 1959, we conceived 
the idea of making it the State Library’s 
annual report, letting one publication do the 
work of two. Copies are available without 
charge from the State Library. 

Spot bookmobile service is planned by the 
State Library in central Ohio area. The 
State Library in 1960 will offer bookmobile 
service to counties in the central Ohio area. 
We call this “spot bookmobile service” be- 
cause it will be offered to parts or spots in 
those counties in contrast to serving “whole” 
counties or counties as a unit. Because of 
the type of library service that now exists 
in central Ohio counties, their geographical 
alignment and the great variance in finan- 
cial ability as far as the intangibles tax is 
concerned, the bookmobile service will be 
available to any community, school or area 
which is not in an existing library’s terri- 
tory; or to an existing library if it wants 
to provide bookmobile service to schools and 
expanding areas in its territory. In many 
cases, existing small libraries would not find 
it possible or justifiable to expend $15,000 
for capital investment for a bookmobile and 
another $15,000 for staff and books to op- 
erate it to serve just one or two stops in the 
area their library serves. It would be much 
more logical and inexpensive for them to 
buy the service from someone for several 
hundred dollars a year per stop. With new 
expressways now under construction going 
north, south, east, and west through Co- 
lumbus, such service could operate within 
a radius of fifty miles from Columbus. The 
service is expected to operate out of Colum- 
bus from the building which now houses the 
State-Wide Cataloging Center. The rear sec- 
tion of this building is large enough to house 
the headquarters for the service and for the 
working collection on the bookmobiles. It 
is also near enough to the State Library that 
the latter could provide additional materials 
to stock its book collection. Service is ex- 
pected to be available in the fall of 1960. 
It will be an optional service, available only 
if the library or the public officials of the 
community decide they want it. 

Regional Service and Storage Center has 
moved into its new headquarters building 
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at 1445% N. Scott Street, Napoleon, Ohio. 
The building was constructed to meet the 
specifications of the State Library by a local 
lumber dealer and is leased for the use of 
the State Library. It has approximately 7200 
square feet—storage space for 80,000 vol- 
umes, a combination meeting and display 
area space for visiting librarians, offices, 
workroom space, and drive-in space for two 
bookmobiles. When furniture arrives, an 
open house will be held. It is a functional 
although not a fancy building. 

Mrs. Beatrice Rossell, Perrysburg librar- 
ian, has agreed to join the staff of the center 
to work out a program of coordination of 
school and public library services in the 
ten-county area which comprises the region 
of the center. She plans on retiring in 1961, 
so we are fortunate to have her for the rest 
of her active library career—short though 
it may be.

It was followed on 
March 3 with “The Red Badge of Courage,” 
introduced by Virginia Beard, head of the 
Library’s Film Bureau; March 10, “The De- 
tective,” based on stories of G. K. Chester- 
ton and introduced by Mary Dollard, head 
of the Popular Library Department; March 
17, “Cyrano De Bergerac,” introduced by 
Marie Corrigan, head of the Literature De- 
partment; and March 24, “Intruder in the 
Dust,” introduced by Fern Long, Supervisor 
of Adult Education Department. “Death of 
a Salesman,” introduced by Thomas Barens- 
feld, Adult Education Group Worker, will 
be shown March 31, and “The Brave Bulls,” 
introduced by Dr. Conrad Rawski, head of 
the Fine Arts Department, will be screened 
on April 7.

Ground was broken on January 26 for a 
$547,009 improvements program at the main 
COLUMBUS PUBLIC LIBRARY building. 
Major contracts cover the building of an 
“integrated” two-story-and-basement addi- 
tion of reinforced concrete construction that 
will add some 15,000 square feet of work 
space to the 54-year-old Carnegie - grant 
building and the brick annex completed in 
1953. The service garage, which now ac- 
commodates four bookmobiles, will be en- 
larged by about one-third and an eating 
area and other facilities for the staff will 
be housed in a 72x35-foot structure atop it. 
A new heating plant and doubling of pres- 
ent parking facilities are all part of the con- 
tracts awarded in early December. 

The additional space will permit the estab- 
lishment of a new science and technology 
division, a separate youth department, and 
a 100-seat civic auditorium. Contracts call 
for completion of all work by May 1, 1961. 

The BAY VILLAGE BRANCH of the 
Cuyahoga County Public Library held the 
dedication of its new building at 377 Dover 
Center Road, Bay Village, Ohio, on the 


afternoon of Sunday, January 31. 

The air-conditioned building covers 7,100 
square feet at the intersection of two busy 
thoroughfares near the city hall, shopping 
center, and recreation area. Separation of 
the reading room into well-defined areas 
through the use of free-standing bookcases 
of varying heights has been accomplished. 

Special features include a meeting room, 
seating 75, with provisions for light refresh- 
ments for groups using the room, and a staff 
lounge with kitchen facilities. 

Exclusive of the site, the building, equip- 
ment and furnishings cost $135,000. Of this 
amount, the Cuyahoga County Library con- 
tributed $100,000, the Bay Village Council 
$20,000, and $15,000 is to come from volun- 
tary contributions by individuals and or- 
ganizations. 

Mrs. Helen Casey is the Librarian and the 
library is open six days and four evenings 
a week.

Street cost $18,000 and was first occupied 
January 2. 

The beginning of the library dates back 
to 1937 when Mrs. George Green was Presi- 
dent of the Elmore Federation of Women’s 
Clubs and a group of interested volunteer 
women met at her home. The group ran into 
many problems, including a lack of space 
and the refusal of tax support from the 
County Budget Commission. 

Efforts continued and in 1944 a library 
committee of the Federation appointed by 
Mrs. Ted Harr, President, met and decided 
to open a library, no matter how small. A 
new locker company offered free shelf space 
and room for a desk and table in a popular 
location. Three library committee members 
were present or former members of the To- 
ledo Public Library staff and their experi- 
ence was put to use in solving problems. 
Committee members staffed the library and 
many books were donated. Most of the $200 
budget made available was spent in buying 
books for young people. 

In 1947, at the request of the library com- 
mittee and the Federation of Women’s Clubs 
council, it was created a school district li- 
brary and the following year the Elmore 
Libra *y received its first tax funds. The li- 
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brary was then moved to rented quarters 
since it had outgrown its former space. 

Since 1944, businesses and individuals have 
made gifts of money and books. The Elmore 
Study Club made the library its project and 
contributed substantial sums of money. Dur- 
ing the past three years, the Harris-Elmore 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, under Mrs. 
Charles Schroeder, Mrs. Bliss Damscroder, 
and Mrs. Calvin Magsig, Presidents, made 
the library its special project, donating most 
of its earned money to the purehase of a 
charging desk. The Federation recently do- 
nated over $2,900 for the purchase of equip- 
ment, landscaping of the grounds and the 
establishment of a book fund for scientific 
books. 

On opening day a collection of over 7,000 
books was on the shelves. 

Canfield’s newly remodeled and greatly 
enlarged BOUGHTON BRANCH OF THE 
YOUNGSTOWN PUBLIC LIBRARY 
formally opened with a public 
Sunday, February 13. 

The library now occupies the entire first 
floor of the Canfield Community Building. 
The branch is supervised by Mrs. Vida 
Cornish, who has been Branch Librarian 
since 1948. Previously, she had been head 
of the Boardman and Breaden Branch Li- 
braries after starting her career in the Chil- 
dren’s Department of the Reuben McMillan 
Free Library main building. 

Librarian James C. Foutts congratulated 
Canfield upon sharing with Struthers the 
distinction of having the only libraries in 
the county which provide library quarters 
meeting the minimum space requirements 
specified by the library board. 

The LUCAS COUNTY LIBRARY has ob- 
tained permission from the Washington 
Township Board of Education to lease land 
opposite Whitmer High School for a pro- 
posed new branch county library. The pro- 
posed new library, to cost $120,000, will re- 
place the libraries now in Trilby School and 
in Whitmer High, according to Librarian 
Dorothy Strouse. 

After five months of intensive search, a 
site for the new GARFIELD PUBLIC LI- 
BRARY OF MENTOR has been selected. 
The land is about 2% acres on the north 
side of Mentor Avenue just east of Sharon- 
lee Road and the purchase price was $27,000. 

Money for the new Mentor library and 
land was made possible by a $200,000 bond 
issue approved at the November election. 
Joseph Halloran is Library Director.

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COUNTY LIBRARY started its rounds of 
adult stops on January 4. According to Mrs. 
Ralph Goodale, Head Librarian, the new 
$11,000 bookmobile will make 38 stops 
throughout the county for adults only. A 
larger bookmobile is used to serve schools. 


The GALLIA COUNTY DISTRICT LI- 
BRARY will be open in the evenings, the 
staff increased and salaries raised as the 
result of the passage of the operating levy. 
This marks the first time that evening hours 
have been available for the public for about 
ten years. A new schedule of bookmobile 
service to schooi and community is also 
underway, Librarian Lawrence Huber has 
announced. 


A beautiful, new and enlarged CLEVE- 
LAND PUBLIC LIBRARY Travel Room, 
located on the second floor of the Main 
Library at 325 Superior Avenue, was opened 
February 22. The new Travel Room of the 
History, Biography and Travel Department 
occupies space which formerly housed the 
Library’s Business Information Division, 
which was moved to the Business and Sci- 
ence Building last August. 


Since 1925, Cleveland Public Library has 
been providing free travel information in 
an advisory capacity, without commercial 
aspects. It offers the most extensive and 
most complete travel advisory service of any 
public library in the United States.

ANNABELL CAL- 
VERT, who had been in charge of the North- 
side Branch since January, 1958, has joined 
the Circulation Department staff at the Main 
Library. Both Miss Metzger and Mrs. Kelly 
are OSU graduates and have been members 
of the Columbus Library system for 5% 
years. Miss Metzger is currently president 
of the Junior Librarians of Franklin County. 

MRS. OLIVE (JAMES) GILL is the new 
Librarian at the Galion Public Library and 
MRS. ROBERT L. PHIPPS is first assistant. 
For the past ten years Mrs. Gill served as 
first assistant under the late MRS. OLIVER 
HARTMAN, who died last October 16 after 
serving as Librarian for 29 years. 

SARA MORGAN, Children’s Librarian 
since August 1, 1956, has been promoted to 
Head Librarian of the Ashland Public Li- 
brary. She succeeds HOMER FLETCHER, 
who resigned to take a similar position in 
California. Miss Morgan had _ previously 
worked in the Children’s Department of the 
Cleveland Public Library system and also 
had been a Librarian in the Bay Village 
High School Library. She received her li- 
brary science degree from Western Reserve 
University. 

RICHARD A. GOOCH (WR ’57) has join- 
ed the staff of Birchard Public Library in 
Fremont as Assistant Librarian. Also at 
Birchard Library, “Betsy the Bookmobile” 
was replaced on December 1 by “Betsy the 
Second.” Having a capacity of more than 
3,000 books, the new bookmobile is carrying 
a greater number of young adult and adult 
books than the former bookmobile. 

MRS. GEORGE A. MORRIS has assumed 
the duties of the newly created post of As- 
sistant Regional Librarian at the Fairview 
Park Regional Library of the Cuyahoga 
County Library system. In her new capacity 
Mrs. Morris will serve as an assistant to 
BERNICE M. HAPPER, Fairview Park Re- 
gional Librarian. Mrs. Morris’ new position 
will include responsibility for all branch 
library personnel and public service. 
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Preble County District Library Given $5,000 Award 


A distinct honor has come to Ohio in the 
library world through the courageous and 
far-sighted decision of library officials in 
six communities in Preble County to con- 
solidate their libraries into one system. The 
Book-of-the-Month Club has made a na- 
tional $5000 award to the Preble County 
District Library in recognition of this action. 


Last year the Book-of-the-Month Club 
established a $5000 award to be given a 
small public library in the United States 
in honor of Dorothy Canfield Fisher, well- 
known author. Each State Library in the 
country was asked to recommend libraries 
in its state from which the club would make 
its selection of the most deserving. 

The Preble County District Library, with 
headquarters at Eaton, Ohio, was the recom- 
mendation of the State Library. Six small 
libraries in Preble County—Camden, Eaton, 
Eldorado, New Paris, West Alexandria, and 
West Elkton—gave up their independence 
to consolidate into the county system. In 
this day and age, when six libraries, their 
employees, their library boards, their taxing 
authorities, and the people in their commun- 
ity voluntarily decide to give up a portion 
of their sovereignty, it is no small achieve- 
ment. The Book-of-the-Month Club thought 
so, too, and this was the main reason for 
selecting the library for the award. Thus 
the first tangible rewards of consolidation 
have come faster than anyone would have 
predicted. 


We are proud indeed that these libraries 
have brought such an honor to Ohio, but 
even more important is the possibility that 
their actions will serve as a pattern and 
source of information for other libraries in 
the state which might be considering ways 
of working together. 


Preble County is a primarily rural coun- 
ty on the west central edge of Ohio adjoin- 
ing the Indiana border, about twenty-five 
miles west of Dayton and about eight miles 
east of Richmond, Indiana. The county is 
an area forty miles long, twenty miles wide. 
Within this eight hundred square miles there 
are nine small libraries. Of these, six agreed 
to consolidate into a county district library. 
This is a complete reorganization matter for 
the six libraries, not a contract or federa- 
tion perfected on paper, but a dissolving of 
individual boards and transfer of property 
to one county district library. 


Each library staff and board of library 


trustees had to agree to the consolidation 
and in turn had to sell the proposition to 
their taxing authority and to public opinion 
of the community in order to secure the re- 
lease of property, books, and other equip- 
ment which were held in the name of that 
taxing authority.. 

The award will be presented April 3 dur- 
ing National Library Week in the High 
School Auditorium, Eaton, Ohio, at 2 p. m. 
The Book-of-the-Month Club is planning to 
have present persons nationally distinguish- 
ed in the literary field, in state and local 
government, and representatives of the 
American Library Association. May we ex- 
tend this invitation to all Ohio librarians 
and trustees to attend the ceremony? We 
know that you will be busy with your own 
programs during National Library Week, 
but we do want you to know that you are 
welcome if you can spare the time.

Our Prebound 
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Fulton-Henry Resource, Service and Storage Center

The Fulton-Henry Regional Library Serv- 
ice Center is much like Topsy. It just grew. 
It started in July 1958 as a two-county book- 
mobile headquarters. It’s growing into a 
regional library center for ten counties in 
northwestern Ohio. 


The Fulton-Henry Regional Library Serv- 
ice Center was originally thought of as book- 
mobile service in Fulton and Henry Coun- 
ties to be handled jointly and cooperatively 
by the County Extension Center Libraries in 
these two counties. In the spring of 1957, 
when the State Library was planning the 
Library Services Act Program for the com- 
ing fiscal year, grants of bookmobiles to 
County or County Extension Center Librar- 
ries not having that type of extension serv- 
ice played an important part. It was realized 
that there were areas in the State in which 
a single county library could not maintain 
a bookmobile alone, but that two adjacent 
counties, pooling funds by contract, could, 
and provisions for such two-county opera- 
tion were included in the program. 

Soon after the 1957-58 Library Services 
Act Program was announced, the County 
Extension Center librarians of Fulton and 
Henry Counties— Mrs. Kathryn Staehling, 
Librarian of the Delta Public Library in 
Fulton County, and Ada Wells, Librarian of 
the Napoleon Public Library in Henry Coun- 
ty, asked Mr. Brahm and me to come to 
Napoleon to talk about such a joint venture. 


As background, Fulton and Henry Coun- 
ties are agricultural counties. The largest 
town in either county is Napoleon, with a 
population of 5,335 (1950 U. S. Census). The 
total population of both counties is 48,003. 
There are six libraries in both counties and 
in both counties all the intangible taxes go 
to the libraries. 


In Fulton County, the extension program 
had consisted of classroom collection in the 
school. Henry County had the same pro- 
gram, plus deposit collections in several 
community stores. 

Both Mrs. Staehling and Miss Wells felt 
the need for better county service, and felt 
a bookmobile would be the answer. There 
were many questions to be answered. First, 
where would the headquarters be located? 
Both libraries are small in size and they 
literally had no unoccupied space. Next, 
how would they get enough books for such 
a program and also control their books 


crossing county lines. The third major prob- 
lem was supervision of the program. 

Since neither librarian had experience 
with bookmobile operation, arrangements 
were made with the Lucas County Library 
for Miss Wells, Mrs. Staehling, and a mem- 
ber of each Board, to spend time on its 
bookmobiles, observing both school stops 
and community stops. The librarians from 
Williams and Defiance Counties were also 
included in these trips. Miss Wells and Mrs. 
Staehling had many discussions with their 
Boards and with each other. They came to 
the conclusion that even though they want- 
ed and needed a bookmobile, they could not 
operate such a program. 


At this time the same conclusion was 


reached by the libraries in another two 
counties interested in a joint bookmobile 
program. 


The State Library has in the past acted 
only as advisor and consultant to the local 
library and the only library operation had 
been the State Library in Columbus. Since 
two different groups of librarians had felt 
unable to operate a bookmobile, even though 
they wanted it very badly, it took no time 
at all to come to the conclusion that all 
that was needed was some agency to operate 
a bookmobile and that agency was the State 
Library. 

This approach met with success. Instead 
of contracting with each other, the Fulton 
and Henry County Extension Center Librar- 
ries contracted with the State Library for 
bookmobile service. A study of bookmobile 
costs for the past five years as reported in 
the Annual Directory of Libraries led the 
State Library to set the cost of service at 
$7,000 per county for one year. In return 
the State Library, using L.S.A. funds, would 
supply the bookmobile, equip a headquarters 
with stacks, office furniture, etc., and supply 
the books. The State Library would hire the 
librarian and supervise the work. The $14,- 
000 was to pay the salaries, operation of 
bookmobile and headquarters, and should 
buy some books. 

An advisory committee was appointed by 
the two Library Boards—two members from 
each county—to work with the librarian. 
All complaints were to be made directly to 
the State Library. 

Contracts with the Delta Public Library 
and the Napoleon Public Library were sign- 
ed at a joint meeting of the two Library 
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Boards on July 1, 1958, and the Fulton- 
Henry Regional Library Service Center 


came into existence. Ronald J. Schink was 
hired as its Librarian. 

July and August were busy months. Mr. 
Schink had to become acquainted with the 
two counties, plan bookmobile schedules, 
find space for the headquarters which the 
State Department of Public Works would 
lease for the State Library. The building 
had to be remodeled, so he had to cajole, 
threaten, smile, scowl, sing or scream to 
keep the contractor on the job. There was 
advance publicity to get out, two county 
fairs to attend with the bookmobile, books 
to get from the State Library, books to 
order. Books arrived from the State Li- 
brary before the book stacks. The only place 
to put them was in his small son’s bedroom. 
He and his clerk worked at his house for 
a week while waiting for desks and chairs 
to arrive. Then the desks came but no chairs. 

The last two weeks before the bookmobile 
started its schedule were very hectic. The 
industrial shelving which was purchased in- 
stead of regulation library shelving arrived 
after Labor Day and had to be assembled. 
When the State Library books were charged 
out to the bookmobile, book cards had been 
duplicated on the photo-clerk. Now all these 
books were finally on the shelves, but they 
had to be carded. The two County Exten- 
sion Libraries had loaned generous supplies 
of “J” books to the center but they had 
no cards in them. These books we put in 
collections for the first three grades until 
they could be listed. Cards could be made 
by collection, by hand. 

When I arrived with about 500 new books 
on the Friday before service started, the 
seeming confusion was well organized. I 
offered to do anything I could to help. I 
was given a stack of book cards and told to 
card books. By Saturday evening the dust 
had settled and all was ready for an early 
start Monday morning, except such minor 
things as a last-minute polish job on the 
bookmobile, a final review of the books on 
its shelves, and a check of the pencils, 
scratch pads, etc. 

By 8 a. m. Monday the bookmobile was 
pulling out of the garage. It started down 
the street and then stopped. The motor had 
quit. Frantic calls to the garage finally 
brought a service man. The battery cable 
had come loose. The bookmobile started 
once more. It arrived at its first stop one- 
half hour late and breathless from trying 
to make up the lost time, and it has been 
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running breathless ever since. 

Bookmobile service started with approxi- 
mately 7000 volumes—800 from the State 
Library, 1200 volumes purchased for a per- 
manent collection, and about 1000 “J” books 
on loan from the Delta and Napoleon Li- 
braries. It started with a three-week sched- 
ule which kept it on the road four days a 
week and the fifth day at the headquarters 
catching up with clerical work, reserves, 
book orders, etc. The first schedule had 
sixteen school stops and twenty community 
stops. The community stops were not very 
successful at the start. They were sched- 
uled in the afternoons and were ignored by 
the public. A bit of investigation unearthed 
the fact that the people came into town in 
the late afternoon and early evening. When 
the community stops were rescheduled to 
fit the shopping habit of the communities, 
they also came to the bookmobile. 

In December a new request for bookmo- 
bile service helped to shape the develop- 
ment of this center. The Librarian of the 
Wauseon Public Library asked if she could 
get bookmobile service for the local grade 
and high schools. Wauseon was one of the 
areas the bookmobile skirted because it had 
its own library. A conference at the State 
Library established rates for contractual 
service at $10.00 an hour for a minimum 
two-hour stop or $20.00 a stop minimum. 
Since the State Library was giving this 
bookmobile service by contract with the 
Delta and Napoleon Libraries, their approval 
to this extra service was secured before a 
contract with the Wausean Library was 
signed January 2, 1959, for service to begin 
the middle of the month. 


Then right on the heels of this request 
came one from the Defiance Public Library 
for service to six communities on a six 
months’ trial basis. This filled the schedule 
and called for more personnel to keep the 
bookmobile on the road for more hours. 


At this point the State Library began to 
anticipate. There were other counties in that 
part of the State that could receive book- 
mobile service from the headquarters in 
Napoleon, and if Defiance should want all 
the adult service handled by our bookmo- 
bile, we would need another one. So an- 
other one was ordered and delivered in May. 
1959; too late for the winter schedule, but 
ready for the following fall. 

Of course personnel is always a problem 
in a small community but Mr. Schink has 
been most fortunate. He has been able to 
get college students who were commuting 
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to Bowling Green State University as driv- 
ers. These young men have liked the work 
and have managed so far to get their classes 
scheduled in the mornings so that their 
afternoons and evenings were free. There 
have been many schedule shifts until at 
present schools are visited in the mornings 
and early afternoons, with community stops 
in the late afternoons and early evenings. 
Since the days are quite long. Mr. Schink 
has had to rely a great deal on these drivers 
and on the whole they have done very good 
work. He has traveled with them, spot- 
checked them at stops and in general kept 
good control over them. 


In the spring of 1959 the idea of regional 
library resource, storage and service centers 
throughout the State developed, and the 
bookmobile center at Napoleon was selected 
as the first to be started. A bookmobile 
librarian was hired to replace Mr. Schink, 
and he was made head of this new ten- 
county regional center. Through the co- 
operation of the Napoleon Library a build- 
ing containing about 6,000 square feet of 
space has been erected for the new center. 
This will provide space for the different 
types of service which will be available, 
such as storage for little-used books, dis- 
plays of new books for pre-purchase exami- 
nation, equipment for making signs for the 
libraries within the area, equipment for 
duplication of reading lists, special bibliogra- 
phies, place to hold book selection meetings, 
and workshops in library methods, etc. There 
will be trained personnel available to work 
with the librarians in the area toward better 
library service from their own libraries as 
well as in the area in general. There will 
be built up a good resource eollection for 
use by the libraries, from which they can 
borrow material supplemental to their own 
collections; either books of a general nature 
or collections on specific subjects. One of 
the first undertakings will be an attempt to 
coordinate the school and public library 
programs. We feel very fortunate that Mrs. 
Beatrice Rossell is joining our program the 
15th of March and will have this as her first 
specific assignment. 


The new center is being financed primar- 
ily this first year by funds from the Library 
Services Act. The cost of furniture and 
equipment, the building rent and operation 
and center staff are all being charged to 
Library Services Act funds. The contracting 
libraries are supporting the bookmobile 
service with an extra grant of $10,000 for 
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books for the permanent collection from 
federal funds. 


This has been an exciting and at times 
a very frustrating eighteen months for Mr. 
Schink and his staff at Napoleon. The book- 
mobile personnel has shown great fortitude 
and patience with the trials it was subjected 
to—everything from the flooding of the 
headquarters twice last winter to losing the 
driveshaft from one of the bookmobiles on 
a county road last summer. Not the least 
of his frustrations comes from having to 
operate within the prescribed procedures 
for hiring and purchasing set up by the 
State of Ohio. 

This has been an exciting eighteen months 
for the State Library. At times its resources 
have been taxed severely, and its personnel 
tried sorely, and its operating procedures 
changed because of the bookmobiles. But 
as of March 1, 1960, it can be truly said 
that all parties concerned view the future 
with optimism and confidence.

WESTERN RESERVE 
Recruitment 

As part of an extended recruitment pro- 
gram, members of the Library School fac- 
ulty are visiting colleges and universities in 
Ohio, Indiana, and western Pennsylvania to 
interview and talk with students interested 
in entering the library profession. Robert 
E. Booth, during the week of February 15, 
visited Kenyon College, Denison University, 
and Marietta College, and represented the 
field of librarianship at the Ohio University 
“Career Days.” One faculty member from 
the School will attend each of the Ohio Li- 
brary Association’s regional meetings to dis- 
cuss the progress of the School’s program 
and the opportunities that Western Reserve 
University can offer the prospective student. 

An illustrated brochure describing the op- 
portunities for careers in librarianship, and 
the resources for training and experience 
at Western Reserve has just been issued.

That this intensified recruitment program 
is producing results seems apparent from the 
fact that enrollment in the School increased 
by more than 15 per cent during the second 
semester of the current school year, despite 
the fact that the number of students re- 
ceiving degrees at the February commence- 
ment was larger than usual. 

Faculty Activities 

Dean Jesse H. Shera spoke on “The Articu- 
lation of Library School Programs” at the 
midwinter meeting of the Association of 
American Library Schools in Chicago. The 
program of this meeting honored Phineas L. 
Windsor, the founder of the Association, and 
celebrated the fiftieth anniversary of its 
establishment.

ISABELLE DUNBAR, 74, a retired mem- 
ber of the original library staff at Kent 
State University, died March 1 in Univer- 
sity Hospital, Columbus. She had been con- 
fined to the hospital the past month. 


Miss Dunbar came to Kent in 1913 with 
her sister, the late Margaret Dunbar, as Li- 
brarian in charge of records and student 
personnel.

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Library Gifts 


Through the generosity of a noted New 
York State rare book collector whose son 
is a University of Cincinnati student, the 
UC Library collection of incunabula has 
been increased by 30 per cent and its oldest 
printed book now dates from 1471. 


Incunbula—from a Latin word for cradle 
or birthplace—describes works of art of any 
early epoch; in this case, books printed be- 
1ore 1501 A.D. 


Jonas Bikoff, Roslyn Harbor, New York, 
wholesaler, presented the University eight 
15th century volumes on history and the- 
ology, in such excellent condition that some 
of them appear new. His son, James L. 
Bikoff, is a sophomore in UC’s McMicken 
College of Arts and Sciences. Arthur T. 
Hamlin, UC Librarian, described the vol- 
umes as outstanding examples of the art of 
printing in its earliest years. 


The oldest, a 1471 volume of “Luctus 
Christianorum ex Passione Christi,” is one 
of the first books printed by Nicolas Jenson 
of Venice. Fine printers of modern times 
regularly use the type Jenson designed 500 
years ago. 


The Holmes County Public Library re- 
ceived a “Christmas gift” of $3,000 from an 
anonymous donor. Attached was a letter re- 
questing that the money be used to aid in 
the moving of the library to more com- 
modious quarters and making the necessary 
alterations. The letter went on to say, “It 
is my conviction that if we can provide 
more room and better facilities for the pub- 
lic, we will be able to demonstrate the value 
and importance of such an institution to all 
our citizens and arouse a more healthy in- 
terest in our library.” (Editor’s note: We 
feel certain that later news would inform 
us that action has been taken on this project, 
but this is the only news to reach us from 
the clipping service.) 


A generous “Friend of the Way Public 
Library” has given $1,000 to be used for the 
Perrysburg Heights Branch of the Way Pub- 
lic Library in Perrysburg in any way that 
seems wise to the Librarian. Part of the 
gift is being used to provide better heating 
for the branch library. Most of the gift will 
be used for the best and most beautiful 
books that can be bought for the Perrysburg 
Heights children and young people. Perrys- 
burg people also are indebted to the same 
good friend for the beautiful landscaping of 
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the Way Library, which was carried out 
with the cooperation of the Country Garden 
Club. 


A surprise gift of $500 each will aid the 
Ravenna and Kent Public Libraries. Mrs. 
Myrtie Kenshaw during her lifetime lived 
in both Kent and Ravenna. Her gift will 
buy 6 per cent of the 1960 book supply at 
the Ravenna Public Library and will be used 
to purchase needed books in the travel and 


biography sections, and Librarian Estrilla 
Daniels said that is where Mrs. Kershaw 
would like it to go. 


The Junior Chamber of Commerce con- 
tributed $150 this year to the Cleveland Pub- 
lic Library for Christmas decorations which 
the library staff paid for from their own 
pockets in the past. 


Recent gifts to the Ashland Public Library 
include a $25.00 cash gift from Beta Delphian 
Society, to be used for children’s books; 
seven McGuffey readers from the estate of 
Mrs. J. B. Chase, donated by F. E. Chase; 
and seven albums of records for the blind 
from Mrs. Mildred Richmond of Hayesville.
